“A. BACKBONE. INDUSTRY.” 
THE PROBLEM oF THE, 
: HERRING. 


The other day a Well- known: e3- 
sayist set himself the task of 
classifying all vegetables in two 
groups—the high-brow and the low. 
Thus cabbages, he thought, were 
low-brow and brussel-sprouts high; 
Jerusalem artichokes were, he 
thought, vulgar; ‘but artichokes 
(plain) severely respectable. — It 
seemed a plexsant game for a wit 
to play, but, recently it became a 
game in which Government officials 
and marketing bonrds joincd. In 
ita report on fisherios, the Imperial 
Economic Committee ia greatly 


‘+concerned—by implication . if not 


explicitly—-with the classification. 
The fact is that herrings and kip- 
pers have turned high-brow, 

Instances sre not hard to find. 
Any herring-lover who goes for a 
meal to one of the famous multiple- 

tea-shops, so’ much beloved by 
satiric writera and Mr, Aldous 
Huxley, will leave with his desire 
unsatisfied. . He will have to eat 
salmon instead, or. else a vague 
fillet of nameless fish. ‘There are 
no herrings on these menus. | If, on 
the other hand, he were to go to 
that awesome place, which some 
have thought to be the. original of 
Mr, Arnold Bennett’s “Grand 
Babylon Hotel,” he would find that 
there Is almost always on the 
menu a dish of herring in one or 
other of its forms: “Hareng au vin 
blanc” is its most haughty name— 
a dish anid to be popular among 
American . millionafres, Herring 
also haunts the sauces. Your good 
epicure insista—so the experts say 
—that herring shall be the main 
ingredient of the sauce that savours 
hia turbot, . 


The Fried-Fish Demand. 


The thing is ‘plain; herrings are 
enjoying merely a success d’estime; 
they. are becoming caviare ‘to the 
general, “A good fish,”. says the 
epicure, “but it calla for more skil- 


ful cooking than other fish"—and | 


this same captiousness of the herr- 
ing has been suggested: as a: rea- 
son for its decline in favour. 
Againat this some fishmongers sug- 
gested that its unpopularity is due 
to the surfeit of herring from 
which we suffered during the war; 
others that housewives have no 
time to cook, and depend, there- 
fore, ‘for their supplies on fried-fish 
shops, This last is an argument 
supported by a. statement in the 
Economic Committee's report that 
40 per cent, of the “white” fish 
brought into England is bought by 
the fried-fish shops. 

At the present moment, whatever 
the reason may be, popular taste 
does prefer “white fish” to herring 
and smoked fish of all kinds, The 
report suggests that as a remedy 
for the unpopularity of. kippers 
some more attractive method of 
curing herring might be devised. 
“Would you ‘have us do them in 
sugar instead of salt?” was one 
curer's reply to this. In the mean- 
time, while we wait for the scien- 
tist who will transform herrings, 
like Lamb’s sucking’ pigs, into 
flowers, kippers are not selling. 
pela fish-and-chip shop has prevail- 
ed. 


“Continental” Habits. 


It may be that this preference is 
part of a wide-spread social change. 
Of late years people in London are 
toking more and more to live “in 
the air.” The Warden of Toynbee 
Hall told me (writes a correspon-, 
dent) that there has been récently 
a notable. increase ‘in the number 
of eating-houses of all kinds in the 
East End;‘ and we have all, seen 
for ourselves the same things hap- 
pening in the’ West.

It is juat twenty-five years since 
bulk petrol first began to arrive in 
Britain... The trade, which has 
grown by gigantic strides to become 
responsible for one of our greatest 


imports, was {nnugurated by the 
oil-tanker “Murex,” which arrived 
with a cargo of petrol aboard from 
the East Indies,. She took the long 
voyage, via the Cape, for ofl-tankers 
wore not allowed through the Suez 
Canal in those days. 

Gistributed in bulk 
throughout the country, of course, 
motoring could not’ have developed..

The problem is apparently. in- 
soluble. Mr. Chon: has suggested 
that the British Government should 
permanently station a cruiser in 
Blas Bay ‘to’ intercept incoming

Government: could neither ' spare 
such a cruiser nor defend the mea- 
gure politically.’ No ‘Chinese au- 
thority is‘willing or able to main- 
‘tain order in Bias Bay, It ia im- 
possible for ships In Chinese waters 
to refuse all Chinese passengers, 
for most of the. passengers’ are 
‘Chinese.

posal: REVIEWED. 


Some prominence has. beset given 
lately ‘in the non-technical Présa’ to 
the subject of television. Reports 
from London refer to “Televisor” 
setae that are being produced or 
likely to be produced fn the near 
future, and to be sold at very low 
prices. Sets developed by a radio 


engineer from’ “Hungary: are to be 
sold at £20. Such atatemonts de- 


‘}mand careful . anslyals by people 


concerned with the proper develop- 


| | ment of wireless, ‘and of broadcast- 


fng in particular. The public gen- 
erally are prone to accept attractive 
statements Hke that without ques- 
tion, and look forward confidently 
to having televisors or “looking-in” 
attachments wired to their receiv- 


ers. They expect that such desir- 


able’ new facilities will be available 
in a month or so. If they are not 
obtainable, and are not up to ex- 
pectations, some harm js done to 
wireless generally, 

It is that type of statement, uns 


qualified, and only in part explained, 


that has done conafdernble harm to 
wireless, Well-meaning enthusiasts 
have spoken a few guarded words 
about new devices or methods which 
they were developing, And before 


)| they can have any properly com- 
samples’ available’ 


pleted or tested 
the public are told of revolutionary 
departures and improvements ‘that 
ard available to broadcast listeners 
or to other wirelesa users. The 
listeners find on Inquiry that the 
new device ig either not available or |. 
is on’? partly completed. A state 
of mind bordering on suspicion or 
scepticism, develops, and caution 
gives way to enthusiasm. 

This has been noticed in the his- 
tory. of broadcasting in Australia, 
as in all other countries,. A new 
circuit fs announced. It ia the. last 
word in simplicity of adoption, and 
the receiver in which it {s embodied 
is 100 per cent. efficient in. selec- 
tivity, volume, and tonal : quality. 


Upon careful-examination it is sub- h 


sequently found to be an old friend 
in a new garb; some well-known 
circuit with a few additions or al- 
terations that. introduce very few, 
if any, advantages, and the new 
receiver is no ‘better than the old 
one. 


Television shoul pe Be Expected 
et. ; 


Thus, with television’ or radio 
vision, as it is more correctly term- 
ed in its new application to radio 
transmission, we have. had several 
intriguing storles during” the paat 
two years of the early advent of 
“looking-in.” And we have not yet 
been ‘shown any © demonstration- of 
it, nor has any practical application 
of it to the’ ordinary, user been 
given In any part of the world. 
True, there have been demonstra- 
tions of the new art in America 
and Europe of more or less promis-

of missionary schools, It was 
part of the revolution of a great 
empire and, looked at’in the light 
of comparative history with re- 
volutions in other countries, it 


was not worse than in France and 


other countries, Militarism and 
the Jove of money, in' the speak- 


.|er’s opinion, were greatly the 


cause of the present conditions in 
China. 

The Need Still Great. 

The need for missionaries in 
non-Christian countries was as 
great, if not greater, than ever 
before. Particularly ‘was this | 
true of medical mission work 
which brought relief of ar 
and disease to those among whom 
the missionaries worked. ‘More- 
over, it had done more-than, per- 
haps, any other form of mission- 
ary enterprise in breaking down 
prejudices, superstitions and even 
customs, 

Instances were given by the 
speaker of the ignorance prevail- 
ing in China as to the nature of 
diseases and their treatment and 
the progress of the work which 
was going on to dispel that ignor- 
ance and replace it with a con- 
adenee in modern scientific treat- 


mente concluding speaker, Mrs. 
Blanchett; reviewed the work 
which was going on in Canton in 
the education . of students, the 
training of teachers, rescue work 
among. the fallen and the spread- 
ing of the gospel through Bible

It is that there 
be five days each year without dates.
